1600 HIGH SCHOOL 


PUPILS IN 


A prediction of 1600 pupils in 
Wilmington High School by 1978 
was only part of a three hour dis- 
cussion which received the undi- 
vided attention of the School Com- 
mittee, a greater part of the Fi- 
nance Committee and other town 
officials in the Roman House, on 
Monday evening, 

‘The prediction was part of a 
‘rough draft’ of Phase III of the 
Wilmington High School survey by 
the firm of Hill and Associates 
of Cambridge. It was given by 
John Miller of that firm, 

Included in the study was a pre- 
diction that the town would have 
to have High School facilities in 
that year which would be about 
three times larger than the present 
high school, 226,865 square feet, 
as compared to the present 80,072, 
Miller said that the figures would 
undoubtedly be shaved down, 

The present High School has an 
area of 116 square feet per pupil, 
and the proposed size of the new 
facility would give a ratio of 194 
square feet per pupil. 

Miller reported that five High 
Schools, built in Massachusetts 
during 1967 had area ratios rang- 
ing from 129 square feet per pupil 
to 181 square feet per pupil, the 
129/ratio being for the largest 
school, capable of having 2800 pu- 
pils, 

Miller said that a 1000 seat 
auditorium would be needed, and 
that a new Field House capable 
of seating 1500 persons would also 
be needed, He made no estimates 
of costs, but others present did, to 
a degree, with prices ranging up 
in the millions of dollars,

of extending the school year, or 
the school day or week, One of 
the ideas bruited about briefly was 
of ‘staggering’ the classes so that 
there would be four groups, each 
with nine months of study, taking 
turns, to keep the school filled 
for twelve months a year, In this 
case vacations would be staggered, 
some in summer, some in winter, 
some in spring and some in fall, 

John Brooks of the School Board 
half answered that question by 
asking another ‘Would the parents 
of this community consent to school 
on such a plan?’ 

Brooks thought that the cost 
could be about $12 millions, with 
a cost per square foot being ‘cer- 
tainly over $30’, 

A large part of the proposed 
increase seemed to be for athletic 
facilities, 

Several questions were asked as 
to the possibility of adding a third 
story to the present structure, 
Miller said that the girdersacross

It is becoming quite apparent that the Special 
Town Meeting which was to be held sometime this 
spring for the purposes of voting additions tothe High 
School = or a New High School - will instead be held 
sometime in the fall, 

New schools cost money, Bonds have tobe voted, 
The bond for the High School, if itis an addition, will 
cost several dollars on the tax rate, ifthat money is 
voted before the tax rate is set, as was planned, 

The problem boils down to a question of whether 
or not the Principal Assessor will set a tax rate 
before the town can have that Town Meeting - and 
further, will the town then appropriate the money 
out of the 1970 tax rate? 

The answer is not clear, But the Principal 
Assessor has the duty of setting the tax rate as soon 
as possible, Without a special Town Meeting the 
rate will probably be $40.00, 


Wishing Doesn’t Help 


Once again this column is going to disagree with 
the Selectmen’s decision, relative to Lowell and 
Woburn Streets, The Selectmen just will not ‘buy’ any 
width of over sixty feet for Lowell Street, and they 


are not displaying much wisdom in that stand. 
With a sixty foot street, in less than a dozen 


years, there will be monumental traffic jams on 
Lowell Street - unless our civilization changes 
abruptly in its style of locomotion, and the great 
god automobile is dethroned, . 

To widen Lowell Street, adozenyears from now, 
will cost real damages, In that time there will be 
other structures, on the corners, The economics 
of owning that land will force more construction, 

dust wishing doesn’t help - and that 1s what the 
Board of Selectmen is doing, 


Wet Land Zoning 


Nearly every week, ever sobriefly, the Planning 
Board wonders out loud for a few secondson what to 
do about the wetlands of Wilmington, Sometimes the 
members speculate on whether or not they shouldgo 
to the Selectmen for their thoughts, At other times 
they figuratively shrug their shoulders, 

The members cannot understand why more than 
800 residents, in the 701 Survey, were in favor of 
Conservancy, and’then the Town Meeting overwhelm- 
ingly defeated the proposal that was presented, 

One clue is clear - the remarks of Milton Cram 
of Lawrence Street, in the Town Meeting. Mr. Cram 
told the meeting that he was very much in favor, but 
was going to vote against, ‘Let the Planning Board 
go back and study it (Conservancy) some more!’ 

There are three kinds of wetlands, at least, in 
Wilmington, 

First, there are the peat bogs, which line the 
streams, and are to be found in other places too. 

Secondly there are the ‘hard-pan’ areas, which 
in former days were cultivated by the farmers, as 
hop fields, or hay fields,

Thirdly, there ts the ‘pot-hole’ type of wetland, 
not very extensive (other than Silver Lake), a type 
of wetland left by glacial action, 

Forget the pot-holes, Concentrate on the first 
two types, 

Let the Planning Board build their conservancy 
Proposals around the peat bogs, This kindof land is 
really difficult to use, anyway. There is little value, 
although admittedly the assessors charge all that 
is possible, 

For the ‘hard-pan’ areas let there be anew kind 
of zoning. Call it, perhaps, Wet Land Zoning, Resi- 
dential, 

Let the houselots in the Wet Land Zoning be 
perhaps an acre, perhaps more, This will cause 
the speculative builders to pause and think, before 
they go ahead with more homes to sell, 

Seventy five years ago many homes were bullt, 
and successfully, in the ‘hard-pan’ areas of Wil- 
mington, The old Irish stonemasons knew how to 
raise the foundations for the homes, and there was 
no demand for excessive water use, such asthere is 
in this day of automatic washing machines, etc etc, 

It isuseless to hope that the modern speculatively 
built home will have behind it the wisdom of those 
old stonemasons, 

Don’t destroy the land values, by a Conservancy 
Act. Just recognize that a special problem does 
exist, and call the answer Wet Land Residential 
Zoning, asa clear warning of what may be expected,

Planning 
Board 


Roads were the principal topic 
of discussion in the Tuesday night 
meeting of the Planning Board - 
projected roads, old roads, and 
possible roads, 

The old road was Dell Drive. A 
certified mail letter was received 
from Sleeper & Sleeper, attorneys, 
of Burlington, with a petition for 
completion of Dell Drive by the 
Town of Wilmington. The petition 
bore the names of 41 signatories, 

+ and in addition to saying that the 
road was in a deplorable condition 
stated that health hazards existed 
because of lots 24, 25 and 26, 
where excavations were halted 2 
year or so past by the Board of 
Health, 

The former owner of the real 
estate development has gone into 
bankruptcy, but there is a bank 
book which the Planning Board had 
had put up, as a bond. According 
to the Sleeper and Sleeper letter 
there is $8,000 in the account, 
which is with the Dorchester Minot 
Cooperative Bank, 

Mrs McKie, the chairman, told 
the board that she had been talking 
with Fred Arsenault of Dell Drive 
and that his description of Dell 
Drive was ‘deplorable’. 

‘The only thing that the Planning 
Board can do at the moment is to 
have action by the Town Counsel, 
Mrs McKie said he was ‘up to his 
neck’ in work, but she would make 
arrangements to discuss the pro- 
blem with him, and fill him in on 
background material, so that he 
can institute proceedings, 


Eliot’s Proposals 

The board went over a map of 
Wilmington with Professor Elliot, 
studying in detail some of his 
proposed roads in Wilmington, for 
improvement of traffic, 

Also studied was the roads that 
the City of Woburn is proposing 
in the north part of that city, 

Woburn wants to construct anew 
Main Street through North Woburn, 
which is planned to be 100yardsor 
more east of the present Main St, 
dnd would utilize in part the old 
‘Woburn Loop’ track (abandoned) 
of the Boston & Maine Railroad, 
The right of way is now the pro- 
perty of the City of Woburn, 

As laid out it could continue into 
Wilmington on that right of way,

Burlington Avenue, that 1s a road 
on one side, or the other, 

One of the roads would utilize 
Cleveland Avenue, and cross Web- 
ber Street at its highest point, The 
board and chortled that it 
would go through the home of Sel- 
ectman Miceli, ¢ 

Eliot told the board that he had 
been designing new roads for a 
California community, and one of 
the roads went right through the 
Mayor’s home, so that this was 
nothing new, He felt that the bet- 
ter route, however, wuld be on 
the southerly side of Burlington 
Avenue, southerly of Dell Drive 
and to Main Street near Cain’s 
Garage. 

Mrs McKie pointed out the pro- 
blem of Andover Street, with all 
the new firms on the crooked por- 
tion of the road, and ‘spoiling’ the 
residential land beyond. Profes- 
sor Eliot agreed with her that it 
might be wise to have a new road 
start from Andover Street and go 
to Route 125 through residential 
land, joining eventually onto vir- 
ginia Road in ‘the Lost Colony’, 
near North Reading. He told Mrs 
McKie he would consider the idea, 

On Chestnut Street the professor 
felt that it would be wise to do away 
with the double curve near the 
Skating Club, He agreed with the 
‘Town Engineer, who felt that But- 
ters Row should be extended to 
meet Chestnut Street at a point 
that can be described as being 
"behind the Hinxman House’, 

There was a Sketch of a road 
to be built from Hillside Way and 
Chestnut Street‘ across to Main 
Street, but discussion brought out 
that Roy Mann, assistant to Eliot, 
had been exploring the idea of a 
road that would start even further 
south, and join Main Street near 
the Town Dump, Mann said that 
he had been exploring the area, 
and that the dump was too near 
Cold Stream Brook, There was 
discussion of moving it into the 
old gravel pit near the Woburn 
line, the one that can be described 
as being ‘on the hill’, 

Another thought of Eliot’s was 
having a road from Woburn, to 
about the Skating Club, instead of 
the present Chestnut Street - ‘if 
we could get Woburn to agree’ 

After the discussion Gillis said 
that a ‘list of priorities’ should be 
drawn up, Elfot agreed, and said 
he would work on it, dividing the 
list into three parts - first those 
roads in which the state could 
help, secondly those roads that 
would be the town’s responsibility, 
and thirdly those roads that could 
be kept in mind, as future real 

estate developments unfold, 

‘The third discussion was more 
about a water easement than a road 


Leo Barbo and Anthony Tambone

Gillis had not realized that the 
Planning Board had signed plans 
for the new house lots on Park 
Street with three different ease- 
ments, for the future water main 
to connect Park Street and Ford- 
ham Road, andhe had some string- 
ent remarks to make about the 
engineering. 

Gillis was adamant, He would 
not allow any water main to go by 
easement between the homes, say~ 
ing that fifetten years from now it 
might be necessary to dig upthose 
mains, and in the process some 
home owner could lose his shrub- 
bery, In the end everyone agreed 
with Gillis,

posed to have a large curve, with 
‘@ 100 foot radius, This too, Gillis 
did not like, 

Several reasons were advanced 
for having the curve, but Gillis was 
against it. 

‘The planning board signedaplan 
so that the developers could start 
construction on a new $600,000 
plant, but they also set up a meet- 
ing for Barbo and friends, for 8:30 
on May 13th at which time a new 
proposa: would be asked for the 
drainage and other easements, a5 
modification of the approved plan,
